It was the opinion 
of the treasurer that bookmobile service was designed to serve the schools 
in rural areas rather than urban -areas. It was pointed out by tivc 'Mireo r .. or 
that additional staff would have .0 be employed to give this service and 
that this would take more funds, Mr, Milner moved that a meeting be 
arranged which would include library board cambers, school representative* 
a:id representatives fron the State Department of Education to d'seuss the 
proposed service to the schools, Motion was seconded by Mrs, Stephens and 
carr ; ed.

TTie At he ns -Clarke Count y Library hoard met at the u-eargla Center for Continu- 
ing Education for a luncheon, meeting on [Tuesday, September 16,1953 at 12:30 
o ' slock:. 

Those present were: R, Richard; Bloodworth, Jr., Mrs. Robert Stephens, AMt 
ITix, Mrs. F.H. Mendenhall, Thomas H, Milner, Jr, Troutman Wilson, Mrs. Frank: 

Dudley, Mrs. Jteirie Mc%ttan Raymond all of the Board. Prom the State department 
of B ducat ion were Miss Ladle Mix. and Miss Sarah Jones. Representing the Clarke 
County Schools was Superintendent Sam Wood. From the Regional Library staff were 
Mr?,, ifervin Cawthon and Sarah Marat. 

After the luncheon the Chairman, Richard Bloodworth, called the meeting to 
order. He stated that the purpose of this meeting was to consider the request 
from the Clarke County Schools to give boobmobllB"'t'ii' tlhd schools of the county 
not now receiving it. 

The Chairman asked the Director to report on the amount of service now 
being given by the library to the schools of Clarke County. The Director 
reported that at present full bookmobile service is given to seven schools of 
the county. Three of these are negro .schools . She pointed out that if complete 
service is to be given to all of the schools of the county, additional staff 
would have to be added to the present staff of two on the bookmobile. She said 
that this would requite additional funds to pay their salaries. 

In the open discussion which followed it i*as pointed out by the representatives 
of the State "Spartraent of education that throughout the state, bounty Boards of 
Education contributed *o the support of bookmobile service when it was received by 
their coho. Is. Clarke County Board of education contributes no :ccey to the 
support of the Regional Library. 

It ras suggested by Mr, Wood that some plan might be worked out whereby 
the service now being given in the schools of the county sight be reduced in 
those schools receiving it and that service be extended to all schools so that 
all might share and share equally. 

After much discussion the Chairman said that he would appoint a committee to 
work on. a plan for the additional service which is being sought.

-is a . -.tf?r of old businoso it was point sd At that u -lane hat leer, formu- 
lated for giving bookmobile service to the tmserved schools of Clarke County. It 
wag the consensus of oolnion that the outlying schools nov being served should 
not have to relinquish any of thier service is order that cahcols within the 
city limits di.ght receive bookmobile service. Mr, Wilson said that as soon 
as the new Junior High School building is completed, that space for library 
purposes sight be available in each of the elementary school a, .t this time 
the bookmobile might possibly be able to leave a deposit of hooka at each 
school. 



Mr. Wilson reported that the fountain in the library garden kis almost 
completed. This work has been aoconrilishefl through the combined efforts of the* 
library and the Junior Ladies O-irlen Club, 

The budget for 1959 was -^resented by the Director, ..he called attention 
to the fact that the library had received $5,503. 33 as a eneeial allotment for 
this year and that it vis to be use! for rural library pur noses. In the 
budget vaich had been drawn up it was recommended that the bo krobile driver’s 
--alary be paid from this •-•pec ini fund, .alary raiser: were rosea ..ended for 
some employees of the library, '•hill time regular locally paid employees would 
receive 520.33 per month increase. Other small increases were -ads in salary. 

It was pointed out that a bookmobile depreciation fund of $1530 was set up 
in the budget. It was questional as to how we migh t handle this amount if we 
remove it from the current operating expenses of the library .Mr. Minor 
suggested purchasing i bond. !in ictlcn was taken. It win moved by Mr, -Miner 
and seconded by Mr. lft er that the* budget be adopted, Motion was carried. Miss 
Maret rcuorted that Mayor Snow came by the lihr&ry during the afternoon and that 
she had given him a copy of the budget, however, she felt tbit he should 
have a letter iron- the Chairman, notifying him of the a pot ion of the budget 
•and asking him f o~ the city i^nropriation. 

It was noted that the library was badly in need of painting. Mr. b'ilson 
eked that Mr. lft or serve as chairman iud work with him (Mr, "ilson) to see 
about getting this work done. 

Miss J>Uret reported that Mr, ^ingletcn 'Tad told her that he would have to 
increase the rent on the room which is used for storage to $25.90 ner month as 
of d ftnus,ry 1, ’fe are now T.ylns: per month, 

Mr, Milner moved that tho library be closed for the holidays, December 
3 ‘ • i ? 5 • ^ and Januray 1 mi that a schedule be worked cut which would give

Motion seconded by Mr. Wftar and carried.

Mr, Vfier moved that the staff bo given a salary nupple!f:.ant for the month. 

The amount la to bo the sane &fl was given in previous years ($25 for full time 
staff members and $15.30 for branch library staff.) Motion was seconded by Mr. 
Milner and carried.
